The fol- 
lowing account, written by an officer 
at the fort, appears in the Cleveland 
Herald: 
Editors Herald :—The following ex- 
tracts from letters received from an 
ofiicer at Fort Ransom, Dakota Terri- 
tory, may be of interest to the public, 
as well as to families who have rela- 
tives in the fort. A vivid picture is 
given of the danger and destruction of 
prairie fires, and the terrible excite- 
meut those experience who are ex- 
psoposed to them The one described 
was horrible in the  destruc- 
tion of life, and the misery 
brought on the tribe of half breeds, 
whose lodges were close to the fort. 
Such fires are accompanied with high 
winds, or rather tornadoes, adding 
greatly to the dangers and consterna- 
tion of the sufferers. 

Fort Ransom is a new one, not yet 
completed. It is located on the north- 
ern route to Montana, at Bear’s Den 
Hill, near the Shayenne River, distant 
from Fort Abercrombie about seventy- 
eight miles. Three companies of the 
Eighth Regiment, Regulars, with sev- 
eral lad:es, are stationed there. The 
fire suddenly reached the fort on the 
17th of October. The extracts follow. 
“The winds, which bad been blow- 
ing strongly, increased into a gale on 
Sunday night, and by Monday morn- 
ing bad worked thems lves into -al- 
most irresistible fury. 1 was writing 


see it rent into ribbons; and the kitch- 
en furniture, and other articles, strik- 
ing out over the prarie, on their own 
hook. So occupied was I in recover- 
ing iny property, that I did not notice 


over the hill, antil a suffocating blast 
made we [vel it; and strange to say, 
no one else seems tou have been pre- 
pared for the fire. You can under- 
stand this better when you recollect 
that we are in ahollow. One glance 
showed me the danger, and to rusli in- 
to the tents and haul out the women 
and run them down to the sutler’s 
stone (the only covered building) was 
the work for a moment. Being officer 
of the day, I bad to rush back and 
turu ont the guard and sound the 
alarm. The fire rolled down on us 
with terrific rapidity, and was accom- 
panied by immense banks of smoke 
that threatened suffucation before the 
raging elentent reached us. Blinded 
‘and stifled, anything like resistance 
was almost impossible; and our feeble 
attempts would have been futile, for 
the wind caused the fire to leap fifty 
yards in some places. I had thrown 
myself down ou my face to save my 
eyes and get a breath, when the recol- 
lection flashed upon me that six hun- 
dred pounds of powder were stored in 
the sutler’s; I ran back and found 
* * sitting down by the corner of 


the cattle corral, sarrounded by the; 


frightened animals, and shrieking with 
terror, It appears that Major K—— 
had also recollected about the powder. 
and had sent the women down to the 
post, but she and * * became sep- 
arated and * * thought her sister 
was lost, Providing for ber safety, I 
ran back to the camp. 

By this time the whole camp would

From the base of the mountain range 
which forms the backbone of the con- 
tinent comes the word that five bun- 
dred miles of the Union Pacific Rail- 
road have been successfully construct- 
ed. ‘Thirty-one miles more, now nearly 
finished, will carry the line to the sum- 
mit which is the highest elevation of 
the route, from which point the head 
light of the locomotive will shine over 
toward the Pacific, perhaps before the 
snow flies, This accomplishment of 
half a thousand miles in distance and 
the completion of the firet-grand divis- 
ion of the enterprise—from the Missouri 
to the base of the Rocky Mountains— 
forms a fitting point from which to re- 
view the work accomplished, and note 
the importance of the great undertak- 
ing. 

This can best be done by glancing at 
the condition of the region through 
which the road passes, as it was before 
the beginning of the work, two years 
ago. rough the five hundred miles 
which intervened between the Missouri 
and the nearest mining districts, all the 
machinery and supplies for the miners 
had to be hauled by teams—-a process 
so slow and expensive that it could 
only be undertaken by mining companies 
who were confident of a sufficient re- 
turn for the outlay.

Judge. Throughout the Territory there 
are not more than two persons filling 
that office, who are acquainted with 
even the elementary principles of law, 


and they make it their boast that they 


do not wish to be, for they prefer to go 
according to the counsel of their bisu- 
ops, ualess the judicial office is filled by 
a bishop, and then the law must bend 
to his will, according to circumstances, 
or as he dees fit. No common law pre- 
cedents, or standard authorities can be 
cited before these judges for they say, 
the Legislature has abolished commun 
law, and when legislative enactments 
do not cover the poin's at issue, the 
crade and undigested opinion of the 
Judge often based upon a misunder- 
standing or misconception of facts, is 
substituted for the common Jaw. They 
do not, and from a lack of liberal and 
enlarged views, cannot understand in 
what manner the great fundamental 
principles of the Constiiution bear 
upon the rights of citizens aud control 
the laws governing those rights. 


Hence they are led in many instances 


to violate those laws and disregard 
those rights. ‘The attention of ihe Ter- 
ritorial District has of late been called 
to several cases of mal-administration 
on the part of Probate Judges, in which 
the injustice perpetrated was of a most 
outrageous character. (One case comes 
from a northern county, upon a writ of 
certiorari, wherein the Probate Judge 
and his clerk are charged with a gross 
and willful perversion of law and jus- 
tice, and a refusal to accept an appeal 
bond from the person appealing al- 
though good and sufficient in every re- 
spect. After a severe reprimand from 
Judge Titus and a reversal of their

Another comes in the shape 
of a criminal charge against a Justice 
of the Peace, the Probate Judge, his 
elerk and the Deputy Sheriff of a coun- 
ty.
